«He would allow that the Treaties which existed 
between Spain and this country were not to be at 
ali considered as permanent bars in all changes that 
;may happen among the States of the world ; but, as 
\little would he ailow that the conduct of any parti- 
'cular Government, upon any particular case, ought 
to bea rule forthe Government of this country. He 
hoped that this country was not to be expected torun 
a race with other countries for the recognition of any 
country, upon the mere ground that it was to be for 
our interest. He was sure, that in the present aspect 
of the discussions on this very great and important 
question of policy, he could not make the House un- 
derstand the views of Ministers. The fact was, that 
these colonies were already recognized as Indepen- 
dent States ; and really there was nothing in the 
conduct or policy of the Executive Government of 
this country, of which they complained. For his own 
part, he had never hesitated on holding intercourse 
with their agents, when asked to do so, although he 
certainly had not considered them as official.—Lat- 
terly their vessels had not been recognised and they 
had been allowed to import their produce directly 
into this country.”
